AMERICAN SOCIETY OF CIVIL ENGINEERS.—At the 
meeting, on April 15, with the President, Mr. T. C. Clark, 
in the chair, the Secretary read a brief paper by Mr. 
Charles Sooysmith, on ‘‘Foundations for Heavy Build- 
ings in New York City.’’ The paper was disappointing 
in that it dealt briefly and vaguely with an important and 
interesting subject. It did little more than advocate car- 
rying the foundations to solid rock and using the pneu- 
matic caisson system for this purpose. Mr. Theodore 
Cooper pointed out that it is entirely practicable to 
build a safe and substantial foundation on the sand com- 
monly met with in New York, and that certain partial 
failures of such foundations, due to faulty work and lack 
of engineering design or supervision, are no argument 
against the system. In regard to the lofty buildings now 
becoming so general, he considered that steps should te 
taken to forbid the erection of such structures, for sani- 
tary as well as social reasons. Mr. H. W. Brinckerhoff 
described the open caisson system, employed at the John- 
ston Building (Eng. News, July 18, 1895), where the 
caissons were sunk by means of hydrauiic jets at the 
cutting edge, and claimed many advantages for the open 
hydraulic caissons as compared with the closed pneumat c 
caissons. Mr. George B. Post, the architect, considered 
it quite safe and practicable to use foundations of steel 
and concrete (as employed for the World, Times, St. Paul 
and other large buildings in New York). As to the engin- 
eering features of modern buildings, he considered that 
many architects are fully competent to attend to this part 
of the design, but that those who are not thus compe- 
tent should certainly call in the assistance of an engineer 
accustomed to this class of work. Mr. C. T. Purdy dis- 
puted the idea that it was absolutely necessary for safety 
to carry foundations to rock, and spoke strongly in favor 
of the steel and concrete grillage system. In every ind'- 
vidual case, however, the conditions should be carefully 
investigated, since no one system can be of universal 
application. In Chicago, where the soil is soft and com- 
pressible, the settlement is very variable, but he had 
built a heavy building on a grillage foundation which 
settied 10 ins. without causing a crack in the plastering. 
The President a:tounced that the convention will be 
held at San Francisco, Cal., in June.
